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Migrants, 
volunteers 
eye May 5

SAN DIEGO — Catholic Community 
Services personnel involved in the 
agency's legalization. program are 
counting down the days until May 5, the 
first day undocumented persons may file 
applications with the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service for amnesty under 
the new immigration law. 

Last week, about 160 CCS volunteers 
attended workshops to learn more about 
the Immigration Reform and Control Act 
of 1986, said Father Douglas Regin, CCS 
executive director. The sessions were held 
at St. Mary parish in Escondido and Our 
Mother of Confidence in University City. 

Members of the National Committee 
for Immigration Rights and the Legal 
Resource Center spoke at the workshops, 
which were sponsored by CCS and the 
San Diego Immigration Law Coalition. 

Father Regin said that some 10,000 
undocumented persons have _pre- 
registered for the legalization program 
being’ offered by the Diocese of San 
Diego. About 80 percent of these have 
been agricultural workers, a group whose 
application processing will not begin until 
June 1. 

“The provisions for agricultural 
workers are more generous,’’ Father 
Regin explained. ‘‘People living in the 
city are not coming forward ... people are 
holding back to see what others 
experience.”’ 


Twenty-four parishes, two Catholic 
agencies and a Catholic couple in 
Calipatria are disseminating information 
about the program to undocumented 
persons. 

Maria Elena Verdugo, CCS 
legalization coordinator, said the agency 
hopes to have at least five applications per 
parish ready for processing by May 5. 


Parishes will not complete the actual 
application, she noted. This will be done 
at three central sites in the diocese. These 
are the CCS Refugee Resettlement Office 
in San Diego and offices in Escondido and 
E] Centro. Personnel at these facilities are 
expected to begin interviews with 
undocumented persons in the next two 
weeks, she added. 

The first applications that will be sent 
to INS are those belonging to persons who 
are under deportation proceedings or 
were arrested by the INS before May 5 of 
this year. Their applications must be 
processed in the first 30 days, she 
explained. 


“The INS says it is looking for ways to 
legalize, not deny,”’ she said. _ 

Although proof of continuous residence 
in the United States since Jan. 1, 1982, 
will have to be shown to qualify for 
legalization, the INS has said applicants 
“do not have to account for every single 
day,’’ Verdugo added. 


Persons qualifying under the 
immigration law will be granted 
temporary residency for 18 months, 


Verdugo said. After this they will have 
one year to apply for permanent resident 
status.

On April 23, six volunteers from St. 
Kieran Church took their semimonthly 
turn serving the meal. 

The parish’s St. Vincent de Paul 
Conference responded in February to an 
appeal from the host church asking other 
East County churches to help feed needy 
people in the area. Six Protestant 
churches also participate in the project. 

Initially, over 80 parishioners 
volunteered to help the SVDP-sponsored 
project, said Marge Donivan, who co- 
chairs the project with Linda Keck. 
However, the 4 p.m. serving time 
narrowed the number to 45, who are 
called on a rotating basis. 

The SVDP Conference financed the 
project during its first weeks of operation 
through parishioners’ monthly 
contributions of food and cash, said 
Roland Gray, president. 

Meals for an average crowd of about 
100 cost between $70 and $100. At 
present, this is covered by government 
subsidies and parishioners’ donations. 
Local merchants discount and donate 
some of the food.

Keck and her 4-year-old son Nathan 
made 30 Easter baskets for the children. 
This gift stopped the tears of one small 
girl who came for the dinner. She had 
been crying all day because she had no 
Easter basket, Donivan said. 


Meet the recipients 


Those served at the church represent 
various ages and backgrounds. Although 
most are strangers to each other, they 
share a common bond — the spectre of 
poverty that brings some to the church 
every afternoon. 

Last week, several men lay on the front 
lawn, waiting for the dining room doors 
to be opened. Two suitcases stood 
nearby. 

One couple who approached tied their 
black Labrador retriever to a tree. 

A 40-year-old homeless man told the 
Southern Cross he has been sleeping for 
several months under a pepper tree in an 
empty lot across the street. 

Inside, the guests are greeted with a 
sign which begins, ‘‘All are welcome.’’ 
Vases of roses on the tables repeat the 
message. 

One man stood in line with his sleeping 
bag and other belongings strapped to his 
back — symbolic of the burdens that 
bring him here. A woman with a black 
eye was conspicuous in the crowd. 

Linda Owens ate with her two girls, 
ages 3 and 19 months. The young mother

da Keck, Joan Brugman, Marge Donivan and Ed McKelvey. 
Donivan is the wife of Deacon Edwin Donivan. McKelvey is 
Keck’s cousin and out-of-town guest who lent a hand for the 


expressed gratitude for her family’s 
improved circumstances. They live in an 
El Cajon apartment; their possessions are 
gifts or thrift store purchases. Her 
husband was recently hired as a 
landscaper, with promises of a raise in the 
near future. Participating in SHARE also 
helps stretch their food dollar, she said. 

After the father lost his job in a town 
near Fresno a year ago, the family moved 
to San Diego, carrying their few 
belongings. They lived two weeks at the 
St. Vincent DePaul Shelter, then located 
at the El Cortez Travelator. A hotel in 
downtown San Diego was also their home 
for a time. 

Although Linda is not baptized, she 
attended a Catholic church with her 
stepfather for several of her childhood 
years. 

She said the church-sponsored meals 
send a clear message that ‘‘Christians 
care more about other people.”’ 

David Love said he eats here four times 
a week with his three girls, ages 2 to 6, 
whom he picks up from a day-care center. 

The divorced man said he hopes to re- 
marry his wife after their financial 
situation improves. He was recently hired 
as a landscaper; his wife works for a 
housekeeping business. 


Love is experiencing a reversal in roles 
at the E] Cajon church. He used to help 
his father-in-law on weekends at a 
downtown mission that provides free food 
and shelter. 

He has seen how such programs benefit 
the recipients. ‘‘If people get a little help, 
they’ll be motivated to get out and help 
themselves.’’ On the other hand, if they 
encounter only misfortune, they have no 
hope, he said. 

Love noted a change in some of the 
people served regularly at the church. 
““They look happier; they’re looking for 
jobs.’ He said he will continue eating at 
the church until he gets a raise. 

Father James Rankin, pastor of St. 
Kieran Church, considers assisting needy 
people a parish priority, especially in El 
Cajon where poverty is so prevalent. 

He said he encouraged parishioners 
from the pulpit to volunteer for the 
project. Their response ‘‘is certainly an 
indication of how they live the Gospel 
message to feed the hungry,”’ he said. 

Donivan noted the need for more 
churches to participate so meals can be 
served five days a week. ‘‘Our church has 
so much to give,’’ she said, adding that 
her Protestant co-workers were surprised 
to witness the involvement of a Catholic 
church in the venture. 

Other participating churches in El 
Cajon are St. Alban Episcopal Church, 
First Presbyterian Church and Fletcher 
Hills Presbyterian Church. The United 
Church of Christ in La Mesa and San 
Carlos United Methodist Church also 
assist.

Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton’s planned act of 
civil disobedience as an anti-war demonstrator in Nevada 
disturbs me a great deal. 

Certainly, none of us 
wants undue nuclear buildup. However, violating the law 
— especially by a bishop — sets a very destructive 
example, particularly for the young. 

To my knowledge, nuclear deterrence has never been 
deemed immoral by the church. And Margaret Thatcher 
may be correct when she asserts that nucelar deterrence 
has prevented a major war 
for approximately 40 years. 

It would be great if no 
nation had _ warlike 
intentions, but this is earth, 
not heaven, and history speaks for itself. Regardless of 
one’s politics, it seems relevant to note that Henry 
Kissinger and Richard Nixon are warning President 
Reagan about the dangers of a quick arms deal with the 
Soviet Union. 

Your April 24 report of Bishop Gumbleton’s plan to 
disobey the law recalls an example of his fuzzy thinking 
when interviewed on national television. He was asked 
how he would react to an attack on the United States. His 
answer: ‘‘We have been martyrs before.’’

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Marines deserve our respect 


The United States Marine Corps does not really need 
any apologists. Since actions speak louder than words, the 
corps has only to point to its two centuries of history in the 
service of the country to prove its traditions of service and 
achievement. 

Recent actions by Marine Corps embassy guards seem 
to have put a bit of tarnish on the Semper Fidelis of their 
motto. Have they always been faithful? Must they slink 
around now as if they were a company of second class 
men and women? 

The answer to both questions has to be no. As a corps, 
they have always been faithful to their country, but as 
individuals, they have had as many — or more — 
discipline problems as any branch of the military. 

That is to be expected, granting the high calibre of their 
training and the monotony of peacetime service. Trained 
for action in the highest of traditions and with the most 
grueling preparations, they are like wire in high tension 
waiting, waiting, waiting. The strain can tell over the 
long run. 

Yet, thank God we have these men and women. They 
are our first line of guarantee for peace. Without them, 
prepared, ready and available, our enemies would think 
reckless thoughts; with them, these same foes have to 
think twice before pushing Uncle Sam too far. 

From the Halls of Montezuma to the Shores of Tripoli 
is a valid historical boast. The island battles in the South 
Pacific during World War II are further monuments to 
them. They have always been, and at present are, ready 
to obey the President, their Commander in Chief, 
without asking for political reasons. 

Historians and politicians should ask those questions. 
But whether or not the Marines should go to Lebanon or 
Haiti or Central America or any other place, they are 
trained to act with honor. 

So, back to the embassy incidents behind the Iron 
Curtain. We may question whether they were properly 


trained for this duty, and we should ask about the 
conditions under which they served. When this duty was 
first given them after World War II, it was largely a 
ceremonial duty to show the flag and to hint at America’s 
power. 


As for the men involved in the embassy incidents, let us 
be honest and admit that, at this point, they have been 
accused, not proven guilty of anything. In the finest, of 
American traditions, one is innocent until proven guilty. 
That’s one of the foundations of our individual liberties. 


So, it looks like we will be washing dirty linen in public 
in the months ahead. The Irangate scandal will be 
investigated by Congress. Undoubtedly, this Marine 
Corps incident will also be the subject of Congressional 
inquiries. But if this is the price of liberty in America, we 
have to pay it. 


In the meantime, the position of the Marines is not 
compromised by the actions of a few individuals. They 
should have a proud place in the hearts of every American 
for what they have done and for what they stand prepared 
to do. 


And in San Diego, they have a home that is proud of 
them as well as a local Catholic Church that has always 
been proud to minister to them. That’s a tradition started 
by Bishop Buddy when he first came to found this diocese.

Among the many downtown people who spend 
considerable time around and sometimes in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, there is one person who doesn’t mind asking 
for money and certain favors from people going to Mass, 
and I have come to refer to her as our Gourmet Street 
Lady.

To explain her personality and some of her behavior, 
she frequently ties up the cathedral restroom for long 
periods of time, and no amount of shouting at her through 
the door budges her. She leaves when she is entirely 
ready, taking on an attitude of disdain toward her 
tormentors. But most astonishing is her pickiness about 
food. 


One morning she asked me to go to the store and get 
her a loaf of bread. I told her I couldn’t because I was 
rushing to an appointment. She said she ‘wanted someone 
reliable to do it because on another occasion ‘‘some stupid 
man’’ brought back the wrong kind of bread. 


Then one evening she again asked me to get her a loaf 
of bread. I had a sense of having passed the reliability test, 
and thought the burden was on me to perform. She gave 
me a dollar and said to get the white bread with the 
cellophane wrapper and no other. I went to the nearest 
store and in approaching the bread rack I thought, 
‘‘Gosh, I hope I get the right bread.”’ 

Fortunately I did, and as I gave her the change she told 
me that someone had stolen her blanket and asked if I 
could give her another. She also asked if she could stay 
overnight in my apartment. I declined because I could 


visualize that with her in my apartment, I would be the 
one on the street. I did give her a good blanket. 

The next encounter with our lady was one morning 
when she approached me and asked what kind of 
sandwich I had. I told her that part of my breakfast was in 
my take-home carton, not a sandwich. I told her she 
might not want it, but if she did, she could have it. 


‘‘What is it, and is it good?’’ she asked. 

‘“‘Well, it’s a pancake and some scrambled eggs,’’ I 
replied. 

When she asked to see it, I suggested she take the 
carton. 


As I was saying goodby to a microwaved lunch, she 
kept asking if the pancake had butter and syrup on it. I 
assured her more than once that it did, but my patience 
was disappearing so I sort of pushed the carton into her 
hands and left. 


As I walked away, I looked back and saw her carefully 
examing the contents of the carton. I don’t know if she ate 
the food. 

I try to keep cool in all circumstances, but considering 
the strain these encounters place on my composure, I 
hope I can be forgiven for trying to avoid being cornered 
again by our infuriating, intimidating Gourmet Street 
Lady.

She explained that the temporary 
provision will give the INS time to 
determine whether the applicant is still 
eligible for permanent residency. Persons 
who commit felonies or violate INS rules 
while temporary residents will not be 
eligible for permanent status. 

Rules for agricultural . workers are 
different, Verdugo said. Persons who 
performed agricultural work for 90 days 
between May 1, 1985, and May 1, 1986, 
may qualify for temporary residency. 

However, these persons will be divided 
into two groups. The first 350,000 
applicants will have temporary status for 
one year; remaining agricultural workers 
will be temporary residents for two years. 

CCS’s application assistance fee has 
not been set, Verdugo said, but she is 
confident it will be less than $100. This 
fee will cover such items as fingerprints 
and photographs. Other costs applicants 
will incur include the charge for a medical 
examination and the INS application 
processing fee of $185 per person or $420 
per family. 

Although concern has surfaced over 
some applicants’ ability to pay the fees, 
Verdugo said several options are 
available. For example, ‘‘somé employers 
want to pay fees for their employees.”’ 

The legalization program needs 
hundreds of volunteers, especially persons 
with legal training, Father Regin said. 


Volunteers are needed for two general - 


areas — education and outreach, and 
legalization services. 

Education and outreach workers will 
disseminate information about the 
program. Volunteer opportunities in this 
area include clerical, translation and 
interpretation, publicity and facilitating 
education workshops. 

Legalization services volunteers. will 
assist in implementing the legalization 


program. Areas this group will be 
involved in include translation services, 
assisting in completion of registration 
applications, assembling and processing 
applications, and counseling. 

CCS has some 300 volunteers working

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office and at the program’s various 
parishes, said Solomon Belette, volunteer 
coordinator. 

For the past several weeks, volunteers 
at parishes throughout the diocese have 
been pre-registering undocumented 
persons who may qualify for legalization. 
CCS has provided these groups with 
bilingual. forms and. other necessary 
information. 

At St. James parish in Solana Beach, 
program coordinator Deacon Albert 
Graff said about 1,500 people have signed 
up over four weekends. 


““Two volunteers working with the 
undocumented in the fields have pre- 
registered about 300 people there because 
it is hard for these people to get to 
church,’’ he added. 

Many questions about the law have 
surfaced at these sign-up sessions, Graff 
said. For example, he wondered, what 
will happen to a family if the father and 
children qualify for legalization but the 
mother does not because she did not come 
to the United States before January of 
1982? 

““We’re trying to screen people so we 
don’t give false hopes to people who don’t 
qualify,’’ said Sister Kay Wejrowski, OP, 
of St. John the Cross parish, where 200 
people have pre-registered. 

Many employers want to help their 
undocumented employees become 
legalized and are bringing them to the 
church to sign up. Most of those who have 
enrolled at the Lemon Grove parish are 
mechanics, restaurant workers or 
domestics, she said, adding that few have 
been agricultural workers. 

Attendance at the church’s Spanish 
Mass has improved since the pre- 
registration program began, Sister 
Wejrowski said. ‘‘They’re coming to 
Mass because they have their little yellow . 
(ccs pre-registration) cards and they feel’ 
safer,’’ she added. 


The congregation at Holy Trinity’s 
Spanish Mass has also multiplied since 
the parish began its legalization efforts, 
said Father Pedro Navarro, associate 
pastor at the El Cajon parish. 

About 450 people have signed up, he 
said, adding that many of these are 
agricultural workers living in the East 
County. 

Nick Casillas, a volunteer at Precious 
Blood parish, said about 150 people have 
pre-registered for the program. 

“We're trying not to discourage 
anyone from signing up,” said Nick 
Gagliardi, another Precious’ Blood 


volunteer. Although most of those who 
have enrolled are Hispanic, several non- 
Spanish-speaking individuals, including a 
French Canadian and a person from 
Tonga, Africa, have applied.

Pontiff prepares for West Germany trip 


Pope John Paul this weekend will beatify priest, nun who died opposing Nazi regime

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II called three Catholics who opposed 
Nazism ‘‘signs of hope’’ and ‘‘witnesses 
of the faith’? in a television message 
broadcast in West Germany. 

Aired by German public television on a 
weekly religious television show April 26,

30-May 4 papal visit to Germany will 
include a theme of Catholic resistance to 
National Socialism. The pope also prayed 
for ‘‘peace and reconciliation.”’ 

The text was released by the Vatican 
press office April 27. 

During his brief broadcast, the pope 
specifically cited the scheduled 
beatifications of Edith Stein, a Jewish 
convert who bécame a Carmelite nun, 
and Jesuit Father Rupert Mayer, and his 
planned visit to the grave of Cardinal

NOTRE DAME, Ind. — Father 
Theodore M. Hesburgh, president of 
the University of Notre Dame since 
1952, will say farewell to 78,000 alumni, 
including 62,000 with his signature on 
their degrees, in an unusual way May 9. 
He'll do it by satellite television. 

In what Notre Dame officials believe 
is the most extensive use of television by 
an educational institution, 185 alumni 
clubs will gather at 126 downlink sites in 
every state as well as Toronto and 
Mexico City to watch the special telecast 
emanating from the Notre Dame 
campus at 6 p.m. 
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Clemens von Galen in Munster. 

“‘Next Thursday, when I will come to 
you, the witnesses of the past must 
become for us signs of hope,’’ he said. 
‘“They must remind us of our Christian 
vocation’’ and commitment to human 
life. 

The pope said Edith Stein, whose May 
1 beatification as a martyr of the church 
has been protested by some Jews, “‘was 
killed as a Catholic Jew in the 
concentration camp of Auschwitz- 
Birkenau.’’ ~ 

Born into a Jewish family, Edith Stein 
found in Jesus “‘the ultimate meaning of 
her life,’’ the pope said.’ Nt 

‘‘She saw her own life and own death as 
participation in the cross of Jesus,’’ he 
added. 

The beatification’s critics charge that 
although a nun in Holland at the time of 
her death, Edith Stein was killed because 
she was Jewish, not because she was

ALCALA PARK — Pope John Paul 
II’s recent encyclical dedicated to Mary 
reiterates her “‘unique place in the 
church and salvation,’’ according to a 
prominent theologian and Mariologist. 

Dominican Father Frederick Jelly,

Institute for Ecumenical and Cultural 
Research, Collegeville, Minn., praised 
the pope’s Marian encyclical. 

Father Jelly is in San Diego hic 
weekend to give two lectures. He 
addressed diocesan clergy April 30 on 


the topic, ‘‘Presenting Marian Dogmas | 


in an Ecumenical Era.’’ Tonight, May 
1, at 7:30 p.m. he will discuss Marian 
apparitions at Our Mother of 
Confidence Church. The public is 
invited to this program. 

In a telephone interview April 24, 
Father Jelly also discussed Marian 
apparitions and €cumenical relations in 
regard to Mary. 

“‘One thing I like about Pope John 
Paul’s encyclical (‘‘Redemptoris Mater 
— Mother of the Redeemer’’) is the 
frequent references to the Holy Spirit,’’ 
said Father Jelly. In the past the third 
person in the Trinity is seldom 
mentioned in relation to Mary, he 
added. 


The encyclical — issued by the 
Vatican March 25, the feast of the 
Annunciation — was written in 


preparation for the special Marian yéar 
called by the pope. It will begin June 7, 
Pentecost Sunday. 

‘*This is very significant beginning on 
the feast of Pentecost,’’ said Father 
Jelly. ‘“Mary was present there when 
the church was being born.’’ The 
Marian year runs until the feast of the 
Assumption, August 1988, and is a 

“special time of grace for those of us 
open to thinking about Mary in our 
lives.’ 

Catholic devotion to Mary has long 

been a block to ecumenical dialogue. 
Disagreement between Catholics and 
Protestants has centered on the Catholic 
belief that Mary is a ‘‘mediator’’ or 
intercessor for mankind. 
The years since Vatican II have been 
a chance to clear the air 
considerably,’’ said. Father Jelly. ‘‘I 
think there has been significant progress 
in the past 20 to 25 years .. . but I’m 
not saying that all a problems are 
solved.’’ 

Father Jelly serves dn _ three 
ecumenical committees. He is a member 
of Anglican-Roman Catholic Dialogue 
in USA and Scholar’s Dialogue between 
Roman Catholics and Southern 
Baptists, and is a consultant on dialogue 
between Lutherans and Roman 
Catholics. 

Father Jelly outlined ‘‘three signs of 
hope’ in the Catholic-Protestant

added Father Jelly. 

In his encyclical, Pope John Paul 
devotes a section to ‘‘Maternal 
Mediation.’’ It suggests that Mary’s 
intercession should be seen as part of her 
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continuing ‘‘maternal care,’’ and that it 
is linked with her motherhood. 

And like Vatican II’s decree on 
ecumenism, the encyclical: stresses that 
Mary’s intercession depends on Christ. 

‘‘Mary is_not a go-between,’’ said 
Father Jelly. ‘‘We should not look upon 
her’’ to get usin touch with Jesus. 
‘‘Christ is close to us. . . he didn’t leave 
us orphans when he ascended.”’ 

He likened Mary’s role to that of a 
mother and hostess who invites people 
into her home where they can meet 
Jesus. 

‘“My conviction is that you are not 
going to understand and love the son 
without coming to know the mother,”’ 
said the priest. 

Father Jelly described Mary’s role as 
‘*dispositive ... She doesn’t act directly,

but through devotion and in a gentle 
way, she directs our attention (to Jesus) 
with complete respect for our freedom.”’ 

Father Jelly said that the national 
Roman Catholic and Lutheran dialogue 
group is expected to release a statement 
on Mary in a few years ‘‘to clear up

ances ‘‘providential happenings. ’’ 

“‘God wishes them to happen to help 
nourish the faith,’’ he said. Renewed 
faith often results from apparitions. 
Believers deepen their spirituality and 


come closer to Christ, the priest 
- explained. 

But because of their supernatural 
dimension, apparitions must be 


approached with caution. This is one 
reason why only five apparitions have 
received ‘‘definitive approval’’ by 
Rome, said Father Jelly. 

The church has strongly urged 
Catholics to avoid association with 
apparitions of Mary claimed to be seen 
by a woman in Bayside, N.Y. 

Father Jelly said he disapproved of the 
Bayside literature ‘“‘that exposes the 
faith and devotion to Mary to ridicule. 
It seems to me that they push repulsive 
stuff, like ‘don’t help people with 
AIDS.’ This is contrary to the spirit of 
hope and the spirit of God’s mercy. 

**This is what happens when people 
think. they know better than the 
institutional church,’’ Father Jelly said, 
adding that Catholics must use 
“supernatural common sense’’ in 
dealing with apparitions. Bayside ‘‘is an 
example of why the church looks very 
carefully into these.’’ 


He said his interest and devotion to 


Mary dates back. to his childhood. : } 
‘*Mary was part of the basic rootsin our ~ 


Catholic family, where devotion to the 
Blessed Mother was very important,”’ 
he said. ‘‘It was part of our Catholic 
faith.”’ 

Attending Catholic schools all his life 
‘‘in a period when Marian devotion was 
very prominent”’ also played a key role 
in his desire to study Mary. 

His devotion and interest, however, 
was a ‘‘balanced approach — not 
putting her in place of Jesus Christ and 
the Holy Spirit.’ 

An “‘intellectual turning point’’ in his 
study of Mary occurred when Father 
Jelly began studying St. Thomas 
Aquinas. His writings ““convinced me 
how close Mary is to the center of our 
faith. She’s truly the mother of the 
church, not just figuratively.”’

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Archbishop John 
R. Quinn of San Francisco said he hopes 
Pope John Paul II can visit with AIDS 
sufferers during his U.S. trip because such 
ameeting ‘‘would make the church present 
én this suffering in a very dramatic, 
powerful way.’’ ‘“Everybody is going to 
know someone with AIDS before very 
long, and it’s going to touch most families 
in some way,”’ the archbishop said in an 
interview with the National Catholic 
Reporter, an independent weekly 
published in Kansas City. He said that in 
San Francisco, where four new cases of 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome are 
diagnosed daily, ‘‘our Catholic Charities 
are providing some sort of financial support 
to 35 percent of the people with AIDS.’ At 
the same time, he said, church ministry to 
those with AIDS must be expanded. AIDS 
is a disease largely associated with 
homosexual men and intravenous drug 
users, but warnings have emerged that it-is 
spreading to a more general population.

Any month in which two — count ’em, 
two — exceptional movies arrive is cause 
for celebration, the state of the art being 
what it currently is. 

The down side of this happy time is that 
very few people are aware of either film. 
Alas, both are ‘‘little’’ movies, which 
means the handling of them befuddles 


‘studio promotional machines geared for 


something larger; something, say, that 
explodes on screen with special effects. 

Screenplays that are literate, 
intelligent, humorous, warm and 
touching are a puzzlement, not to 
mention a rarity. 

So, almost surreptitiously, two 
marvelous movies have arrived largely 
unheralded. The (first, both 
chronologically and artistically, is ‘‘84 
Charing Cross Road,’’ an affectionate 
and totally charming rendering of writer 
Helen Hanff’s account of her remarkable 
20-year love affair with Marks & Co., 
Antiquarian Booksellers, 84 Charing 
Cross Road, London. 

At the outset, 1949, Hanff (portrayed 
with another routinely dynamite 
performance by Anne Bancroft) is a 
struggling New York writer — perhaps 
even more important, a lover of literature 
— who, out of economic necessity, writes 
to Marks & Co. in response to an 
advertisement in The Saturday Review of 
Literature. 

Might Marks & Co. have some fine 
books that would fit her meager budget? 

Indeed so, she is advised in a return 
letter signed FPD. The initials are those 
of Frank Doel (portrayed with another 
routinely dynamite performance by 
Anthony Hopkins), a senior employee of 
Marks & Co. 


And so begins an _ enthralling 
relationship that will, under the astute 
and loving direction of David Jones, 
inestimably aided by Hugh Whitemore’s 
superb screenplay, expand to include all 
of the employees of Marks & Co. and 
many of Hanff’s New York friends. The 
cornerstone, though, is always the 
burgeoning friendship between Hanff and 
Doel, which is quite wonderful and — 
considering the fact they never met — 
extraordinary. But, then, ‘‘84 Charing 
Cross Road’’ is an extraordinary movie, 
the best of the year.

Friendship and love, though of a 
different sort, are also the foundation of the 
other special movie, ’‘Waiting for the 
Moon.’’ With a series of beautiful 
vignettes, it captures three months in in the 
lives of Gertrude Stein (Linda Bassett) and 
Alice B. Toklas (Linda Hunt) in 1936. 

’ As is the case with ‘‘84 Charing Cross 
Road,’’ ‘‘Waiting for the Moon’”’ is 
obviously a labor of love. Writer Mark 
Magill and director Jill Godmilow have 
provided a movie suffused with spirit, 
humor, sacrifice, compassion and, of 
course, love. 

Stein at the time was a towering 
presence, both literally and figuratively, on 
the literary scene. Toklas labored in her 
shadow, as she would do for most of the 39 
years of their relationship, serving as, 
among countless duties, cook, gardener, 
proofreader, editor, sounding board and, 
above all, loving and loyal companion. 

‘Waiting forthe Moon’”’ isloosely based 
on fact, although it makes no claim to being 
factual. True or not, it dazzlingly captures 
the essence of another, gentler time, whena 
beautiful day could be whiled away 
uneventfully on a picnic with friends and 
yet somehow become an unforgettable day. 

Part of it, perhaps, had to do with the 
company they kept. As Time magazine said 
on the occasion of Toklas’ death in 1967 
(Stein had died in 1946): ‘““Their Left Bank 
apartment was the living room of the Lost 
Generation. Through it passed every star 
in the artistic firmament between the two 
World Wars — Hemingway and 
Fitzgerald, Picasso and Matisse, T.S. Eliot 
and Sherwood Anderson.”’ 

With taste and intelligence, spiced with 
tart humor, ‘‘Waiting for the Moon’”’ 
convincingly demonstrates why these two 
very different women were so in demand as 
hostesses. It’s a very special movie.

Segundo, él es el modo ordinario con que los seres 
humanos satifacen sus necesidades materiales. 

Tercero, el trabajo capacita al pueblo para contribuir al 
bienestar de la comunidad total. El trabajo no es sdlo para 
uno mismo. Es también para la propia familia, para la 
nacién y para toda la hermandad humana. ; 

Ahora destacaremos los derechos y deberes especificos 
de algunas de las personas e instituciones cuyo trabajo por 
la justicia ser4 particularmente importante para el futuro 
de la economfa en los EE.UU. 


1. Los obreros y las uniones de trabajo: El trabajo 
tiene enorme dignidad, tan grande que los capacitados 
para él estén obligados a realizarlo. Todos los 
trabajadores estén llamados a contribuir para el bien 
comtin, buscando lo més excelente en la produccién y el 
servicio. 

Por ser el trabajo tan importante, las gentes todas 
tienen el derecho a él. En compensacion por su labor los 
obreros tienen el derecho al salario y a otros beneficios 
suficientes para sostener la vida con dignidad. 

El modo como el poder se distribuye en una economia 
de mercado libre, da frecuentemente a los empleadores 
mayor posibilidad que a los empleados para condicionar 
las negociaciones en los contratos de trabajo. 


Semejante desigualdad en los poderes podria presionar 
a los obreros a escoger entre un salario injusto y un 
renunciar a todo salario. 

Pero la justicia — no la caridad — demanda cierto 
minimum de garantfas. La obligatoriedad de salarios y 
otros beneficios suficientes para sostener a una familia 
dignamente, es una necesidad bdsica, a fin de prevenir 
esta explotacién de los trabajadores. 

La Iglesia apoya plenamente la facultad de los obreros a 
formar uniones u otras asociaciones que aseguren sus 
derechos a justos salarios y condiciones de trabajo. 

Junto con tales derechos de obreros y sindicatos, hay un 

gran ntimero de responsabilidades importantes. Los 
empleados individualmente tienen deberes para con sus 
empleadores, y las uniones mercantiles también tienen 
obligaciones para la sociedad entera. 
2. Duefios y administradores: Los duefios de 
propiedades, los administradores e inversionistas del 
capital financiero, todos deben contribuir a crear una 
sociedad mds justa. Asegurar la justicia econédmica 
depende seriamente del liderazgo de los hombres y 
mujeres de negocios, y de la prudente inversién de 
empresas privadas. 

El Papa Juan Paulo II ha sefialado que ‘‘el grado de 
bienestar disfrutado hoy por la sociedad seria 
inconcebible sin la figura de las personas de negocios, 
cuya funcién consiste en organizar el trabajo humano y 
los medios de produccién, de modo que engendren los 
bienes y servicios necesarios para la prosperidad y el 
progreso de la comunidad.”’ 

La libertad de empresa, los negocios, las finanzas, 
deben protegerse; pero debe asegurarse la responsabilidad 
de esa libertad ante el bien comun. 

La tradicidn catdlica ha defendido por largo tiempo el 
derecho de posesién privada de una _ propiedad 
productiva. Pero este derecho de ‘‘propiedad privada’’ no 
significa que alguien tenga legitima facultad para 
acumulacion ilimitada de riquezas. 

Como dijo el Papa Paulo VI en ‘‘El Desarrollo de los 
Pueblos’? — ‘‘La propiedad privada no constituye para 
nadie un derecho absoluto ni incondicional. A nadie se 


justifica si guarda para su uso exclusivo lo que él/élla no 
necesita, mientras otros carecen de tales bienes 
indispensables.”’ 

Las corporaciones transnacionales y las instituciones — 
financieras pueden hacer contribuciones positivas al 
desarrollo y a la solidaridad globales. 


Sin embargo, el Papa Juan Paulo II ha senalado que el, 
deseo de madximas ganancias y minimos costos de los 
recursos naturales y del trabajo, frecuentemente ha 
tentado a estas empresas transnacionales a 
comportamientos que aumentan la desigualdad y 
disminuyen la estabilidad del orden internacional. 


Ciudadanos y gobierno: La sociedad como un todo 
global es responsable de producir el bien comuin. Pero es 
tarea del gobierno garantizar el minimum de condiciones 
que hacen posible esta valiosa actividad social; es decir, 
garantizar los derechos humanos y la justicia. 


Esta obligacién cae también sobre los ciudadanos 
individualmente, cuando eligen a sus representantes y 
participan en formar la opinidn publica. 

Mas especificamente, es responsabilidad de todos los 
ciudadanos, actuando mediante su gobierno, atender y 
potenciar al pobre, al desvalido, al lisiado, al 
desempleado. 


El gobierno debe tomar una accidn positiva en la 
generacién de empleos y el establecimiento de correctas 
practicas de trabajo; en garantizar la provision y 
matenimiento de la infraestructura econdmica, tal come 
son caminos, puentes, puertos, medios ptblicos de 
comunicacion y transporte; debe él regular el mercado y 
el comercio, por interés en su rectitud. 

El gobierno debe recaudar los impuestos necesarios 
para atender a dichas responsabilidades, y los ciudadanos 
tienen obligacién moral de pagar esos impuestos. La 
manera como la sociedad responde a las necesidades del 
pobre mediante las ordenanzas publicas, es el indice que 
testifica su justicia o injusticia.

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Catholic educators look to 21st century .

NEW ORLEANS — Catholic educators met April 
20-23 to envision a grand future for their schools in the 
next century and to consider practical ways to get those 
schools through today. 

The National Catholic Educational Association drew 
more than 14,000 people to New Orleans for its 84th 
annual convention. 


Sister Catherine T. McNamee, NCEA president, said 
Catholic educators can be the leaders of the 21st century 
because they have ‘‘the commitment, the dedication’’ 
and are ‘‘probably the only ones who can raise the right 

«questions’’ about ethics and values in the new high-tech 
world. Sister McNamee, a member of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet and the first woman to head the 
NCEA, opened the convention with her keynote address. 

June Scobee, a teacher and the widow of Challenger 
space shuttle commander Dick Scobee, said, teachers, like 
astronauts, are pioneers. 

““We have a choice. We can remember the Challenger 

__ explosion and be discouraged or we can use it and help 

' them continue their mission,”’ she said. ‘‘We might have 
lost the Challenger but we haven’t lost that challenge’’ of 
reaching for the stars, she added. 


According to Jesuit Father William Byron, president of 
The Catholic University of America, families must 
become ‘‘more active in the policy arena pursuing 
workable forms of government assistance for Catholic 
education.”’ 

'’ Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis said Catholics ‘‘must assert to those 
responsible for public policy that justice demands a 
recognition of a choice in education.’’ 


¢ A challenge to church teaching came from a Catholic 


priest who told a convention workshop that the church 
should educate youth about using contraceptives, 
including condoms, to help prevent spread of AIDS — 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome. 

“Since AIDS can be transmitted sexually, I want 
(youth) to know about preventative measures such as 
condoms,’’ said Father Rodney J. DeMartini, a former 
San Jose, Calif., high school principal now studying at 
Santa Clara Unierity.

A second study, ‘‘Public and Private High Schools: 
The Impact of Communities,’’ by James S. Coleman and 
Thomas Hoffer, found that Catholic school students do 
better and are less likely to drop out than their public or 
private school counterparts. 

Hoffer said the study found Catholic school students 
are “‘about an additional year ahead in math, reading 
comprehension and writing.’’ 

Catholic school students are ‘‘about 10 percent less 
likely to drop out than public school students and about 8 
percent less likely than other private school students,”’ 
according to the study. 


To a Los Angeles public high school principal, teachers . 


are the most powerful people in the world. 

George J. McKenna III, principal of Gécrge 
Washington Preparatory High School in Los Angeles, 
said, ‘‘Everybody’s got to come by us — we are the 
teachers, we are the ones who set the standards.’’ 

“Schools form society. I have the absolute authority to 
change the minds of children, but first I have to change 
the minds of teachers and administrators’? who allow 
classism, elitism and racism to stand in the way of 
educating their students, he said. 

To make changes right now, McKenna said his school 
has implemented mandatory homework, dress codes, 
tutoring, parents’ meetings and peer counseling. 

Author Walker Percy called on the Catholic educators 
to “‘turn your young charges to reading’’ serious books 
that tell the truth about life. 

Serious writers seek ‘‘a deeper truth about the way 
things are, the way people are, in a word, a truth about 
the human condition,’’ Percy said. 

Robert Coles, a professor of psychiatry and medical 
humanities at Harvard University, told NCEA members 
that character is higher than intellect and ‘‘smart ain’t the 
same as good.’’ 

He warned that ‘“‘intellect can betray.”’ 

“‘T’m not going to glorify anti-intellectualism.’’ Coles 
added. ‘‘We have to go on teaching but we have to 
remember’’ that the question is ‘‘knowledge for what?”’ 

Harvey S. Long, an education-industry consultant for 
International Business Machines Corp., warned Catholic 
educators that ‘‘all change is not growth.”’ 

He said change is governed by what he called ‘‘the 
installed base — that is something you treasure and are 
reluctant to give up.’’
